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What Western Canada 
Means To The East 


(From the Montreal Daily’ Herald) 


EST we forget what Western Canada means 
L to Eastern Canada, and what the harmonious 
union of both means to the continued existence of 
British North America as the home of a people 
free to go about their peaceful avocations with 
none to make them afraid, let us look at Canada 
as a whole for a few moments. 

First, look at it in the light of the land- 
hungry nations, What would Germany or Italy 
not give to gain possession of the three Prairie 
Provinces of Canada, provinces which not only 
constitute one of the choicest agricultural terri- 
tories in the world, but are richly endowed in 
metals, coal, and oil? 

Few people realize that each of these prov- 
inces is larger than either Germany or Italy—that 
the three provinces together have more than 
double the land area of Germany and Italy com- 
bined. 

Germany's land area is 181,800 square miles, 
Italy’s is 120,000 square miles. Alberta, Saskatche- 
‘wan and Manitoba each have a land area of 250,- 
000 square miles or more. 

ot ete ote 
Now let us look at the history of these prov- 
inces. In the first decade of this century the fill- 
ing up of the West by agricultural settlement 
exerted a profound influence on the general de- 
velopment of the Dominion, 

Vast amounts of capital were attracted to 
Canada for the construction of transportation ana 
other facilities and the building up of such cities 
as Winnipeg, Regina, Saskatoon, Calgary and Ed- 
monton, 

Where was this money spent? Largely. in the 
East for materials—for the steel and rolling stock 
for the railways, for agricultural implements for 
the new farms, home furnishings and clothing. 

This activity laid the foundation for an era 
of factory building that contributed greatly to the 
growth of population and prosperity in the East- 
ern Provinces. 

What built the Angus shops in the East End 
of Montreal and contributed much to the activity 
of the Point St, Charles shops in the West End? 

The trade of the Western Provinces, 

What built up the grain ports of Fort William 
and Port Arthur, and made Montreal one of the 
world’s greatest seaports? 

The grain trade of the Western Provinces. 

What for years has been the biggest single 
factor in our export trade? 

The western wheat crop. 

What has given the greatest amount of em- 
ployment to men engaged in the inland and ocean 
shipping and railways centering upon Montreal?

The Western Provinces will come back— 
make no mistake about that. One good crop 
would alter the entire economic outlook not 
only of these provinces but of the whole o* 
Canada. 

Let us as a people deal with the Western 
Provinces in a spirit of helpfulness in their time 
of trial. 

Let us remember that with the Western Prov- 
inces an integral part of the Dominion which Is 
ours, We, as a young nation and yet but a small 
nation, have solved for us for all time the prob- 
Jem of room for expansion which is creating such 
unrest among the land-hungry nations of Europe.

We know that Old Country people have 
very extraordinary notions about life in Canada, 
but, at least we are not officially heathens, and 
as such, in need of missions from England. Church- 
es have always been supported in this Western 
country, and will continue to be so supported by 
Canadians for Canadians, given the opportunity 
to make a living, and a little more.

Claims Credit of Alberta 
Only 50 per cent Normal 
ince SoCred Jnauguration

EDMONTON—A new year 
and a new period of life 
opens up for Alberta this 
week. A new chapter in the 
history of the province and of 
its present government, 


The first month will be auspi- 
cious for the government. The 
appeals of J, H. Unwin, M.L.A., 
and George, F. Powell, “Social 
Credit expert” from London, from 
their convictions and sentences on 
charges of criminal libel are to 
be heard by the appellate division 
of the supreme court of Alberta. 
In Ottawa, the Supreme Court 
of Conada will undertake the first 
judicial review of the two bank 
bills and the press bill on which 
royal assent was reserved last 
October. And by the end of the 
month the government. should 
have some of its proposed legis- 
lation prepared—presumably dic- 
tated from England by Major C. 
H. Douglas via the Alberta Social 
Credit board to the cabinet osten- 
sibly headed by Premier William 
Aberhart—ready for the legisla- 
ture session which begins Febru- 
ary 10. 

It is expected that public and 
private debt will come in for 
much attention arising out of the 
legislation. It is expected also that 
the theme of “the credit of the 
people” about which legislature 
members have been talking in the 
house during the past five ses- 
sions will again be to the fore. 

Alberta Wealth Not Stupendous 

No politician has yet come for- 
ward to hint to the Alberta public 
that perhaps after all the wealth 
of Alberta is not so stupendous—- 
that all the vast coal and oil de- 
posits which engineers say are 
here should not, perhaps, be com- 
puted as provincial assets until 
the time comes, if ever, that they 
can be mined at a cost less than 
their value. 

When Social Credit spokesmen 
claim that the people of Alberta 
are not allowed to use their own 
credit, they evidently forget that 
the people of Alberta, as a prov- 
ince, already have used their own 
credit to the extent of $160,000.- 
000, that figure representing the 
provincial debt. Premier Aberhart 
himself estimates the total debt

Credit Cut 50% 


Demanding what he said would 
be control of credit by the people, 
his government effectively cut off 
half of the credit which the 
people of Alberta. had.

Credit is based on the wealth and 
the integrity and the future pros- 
pects of the person or organiza- 
tion which has the credit; the use 
of the credit is always for the 
benefit of the person or organiza- 
tion which has that credit; other- 
wise, he or it would be foolish to 
use the credit, The only reason 
jor using it—for issuing a prom- 
ise to pay—-is the expectation that 
he or it will be able to reap 
greater profits from'the loan than 
the loan costs, or than could be 
made without it.

TAXES ON OIL INDUSTRIES 
ARE EXTENDED 


The oil industry will be forced 
to collect another $500,000,000 
during the next two years from 
the motoring public to pour into 
the United States federal treas- 
ury. 

The President has signed a bil! 
extending for two years the fed- 
eral taxes on gasoline and lubri- 
cating oils, as well as the tax on 
transportation by pipeline and 
the import taxes on virtually all 
petroleum products. 

It was estimated that the in- 
come from the gasoline tax of 
one cent a gallon would produce 
004,000,000 during the current 
fiscal year, and revenue from the 
tax for the next fiscal year in all 
likelihood will surpass that. 

The levy of four cents a gal- 
lon on lubricating oil is estimated 
at #33,300,000 each of the two 
vears it has been collected. 

On top of these taxes on petro- 
leum products, the tax was ex- 
tended on tires and tubes, a large 
part of the revenue from which 
will be collected at the service 
stations,

“Is Registered and 
seed any better than any other 
kind of seed?” 

“Do _ seed ‘growers 
prove seed?” 

These are questions frequently 
asked, and here is some evidence 
which supplies an answer. 

In 1935 the “Crop Testing Plan” 
imported from eight of the best 
seed growcrs in Minnesota some 
9000 bushels of Minnesota “Regi- 
stered” Thatcher. On test these 
stocks were found to contain an 
average of 50 bearded heads and 
other off-types for each count of 
10,000 plants. 

Two thousand bushels of this 
sced were allotted to 36 members 
of the Canadian Seed Growers’ 
Association, with a request that 
they should do their best to im- 
prove the stock. 

After two years of effort these 
particular. seed growers have, 
this year, produced some 20,000 
bushels with average impurities 
of only 5.2 per count, and some 
stocks having less than 1 per 
count. (These improved stocks 
are now being made available by 
,the “Crop Testing Plan” to far- 
|mers who desire them).

“Garnet wheat will be removed 
from the grade 3 Northern.” 

The above announcement was 
recently made by the Hon. W. D. 
Euler, Minister of Trade and 
Commerce; Ottawa. 

This news will bring anxiety 
to every farmer who is growing 
Garnet, 

Some important queries will at 
oee spring to the producer's 
smind—Should I continue with 
Garnet?.. What is the price of 
Garnet likely to“be? Should I 
use a different variety? If a dif- 
ferent variety, then which one? 

The truth is that Garnet has 
been a good variety for northern 
farmers, tor it has enabled thou- 
sands to stay on their farms and 
to pay their taxes. The bald 
fact is, toc, that there is no vari- 
ety available at the moment that 
will, with complete satisfaction, 
replace Garnet, 

Having decided ‘to change the 
grades, in order to help those 
farmers who may produce No. 3 
Northern, the further duty of the 
Dominion Government should be 
specifically to help the Garnet 
growers. This can be done by 
increasing the appropriations to 
plant-breeding institutions, so 
that the excellent work now 
going forward to develop a new 
early variety. to replace Garnet 
can he “stepped up”.
